flow dormitory unequipped with 
cells began an attempt 'to liberate 
about 100 other prisoners from two 
of the .cell blocks.

The soldiers were called in and, 


together with the guards, fought it 
but with the rioters in a drizzling 
, rain lashed by a high 
wind off 


Lake Ontario, the shore of

runs along one side of the build- 
ings. 


Throughout the night, the steel- 


helmeted soldiers paced back and 
forth on. the walls. 
The prison 


guard was 
doubled. Floodlights 


and a powerful searchlight were 
used to spot any movement which 
might be made by the prisoners to 
charge the walls and gain the out- 
side.

that one bottle had disappeared a 
short time before her death. 
"I went to town and bought some 


more," he said, and added that of- 
ficers investigating 
his mother's 


death last March 1 "tried to get me 
to say my father did it." 
On cross examination, he said "I 


guess I wasn't mistreated by the 
officers." 
A "suicide note," allegedly writ- 


ten by Mrs. Berrie, also was tor 
troduced in evidence. Several de- 
fense witnesses expressed belief it 
was in Mrs. Berrie's handwriting 
while prosecution witnesses had a 
contrary opinion. 


Mr. Berrie 
said his testimony 
would support the suicide conten- 
tion, 
telling newspapermen his 


wife threatened suicide on no less 
than three separate occasions and 
that she was frequently despond- 
ent. 


His 19-year-old bride, exonerated 


of blame, has remained steadfastly 
at his side. 


A score of witnesses testified yes- 
terday describing the agonies which 
Mrs. 
Berrie endured upon her 


deathbed, of her affection for her 
husband and of his grief. 
Grover Ferrell, janitor of Berrie's 
church, told of pushing the ambul- 
ance cot bearing Mrs. Berrie into 
the Berrie home, following her col- 
lapse at a church service, where 
she had taken a sedative capsule. 
He said: 


"Right after we got her in, Mrs, 


Berrie reached up and grabbed Mr. 
Berrie like this and pulled him 
down to her and said, "his has got 
me, kiss me goodbye.'" Ferrell 
demonstrated, clasping his hands 
behind his neck and almost pulling 
himself out of the witness chair.

you!" 


He lifted her from the coach and 


then handed her to her Japanese 
rescuer, Captain 
Kawahita, for 


formal presentation to the British 
consul. 


The bandits handed Mrs. Pawley 


and Corkran over to their rescures 
at Panshan,' about 40 miles from 
here. 
Her terrible hardships had 


left their mark on 
Mrs. Pawley, 


who was taken immediately 
to a 


hospital operated here by her fa- 
ther, Dr. Phillips, a missionary, to 
rest two or three weeks. 


She said it was partly because of 


their fears that she would die that 
the bandits released her. She was 
fatigued and feverish from a cold, 
she said.

captives was about $32,000. a sum 
much less than originally demand- 
ed.

"A properly adjusted tariff can 
do much in this direction, but the 
present tariff policies of the Repub- 
lican administration have done pre- 
cisely the opposite. Pending 
the 


relief that will be afforded by ."prop- 
erly adjusted tariff policy, measure 
must be taken, to give the farmer 
immediate 
tariff benefit. 
This 


means in substance a 
practicable 


plan agreed to by agricultural lead- 
ers which will provide for the farm- 
er a higher return for certain of his 
crops. I set forth these principles 
which such a plan must embody, 
in ray Topekar speech, and these 
principles have been widely ac- 
cepted as a basic plan of action in- 
formulating the necessary legisla- 
tive relief. 


"Second, there must be lifted 


from the backs of every farmer the 
heavy 'load of taxation which to- 
day weighs upon him.

' vinced executives that the greatest 
possibility for success, in keeping 
•wjith the aims of scouting* was 
through the troop court of honor 
plan. 
A-thorough study and analysis of 
many programs was made and af- 
ter, considerable 'discussion by scout 
leaders and executive board mem- 
bers the plan was adopted. 
Since 
that time it has been used by all 
troops of the council and has given 
the,valley group a reputation for 
having one "of the most impressive 
"and beautiful ceremonies in the 
country. 
The court of honor is a reviewing 


and awarding body—not an exam- 
ining board. Each scout before ap- 
pearing should have passed a pre- 
liminary examination by a properly 
designated -examiner. 
Uphold Standards 
l*he court of honor and board of 
revievris'the standardizing and dig- 
nifying" power behind the scoul 
tests. It is. to keep the standards'of 
pfo'gress high, dignify the attain- 
ment ,, of -rank sjid encourage boys 
tb further exploration in the field 
erf'• Advancement and scouting inter- 
ests. 
JHincttons of. review are funda- 
mentally to 'encourage the boy and 
dignify the court's approval.. To this 
'end,'the scout stands ready to be 
questioned not in a critical sense 
bWih a sympathetic manner, giv- 
ing faim-his own intiative a chance 
tb tersely'tell the court something

One of'the advantages of the plan 
is.that the troop program is moti- 
vated, the leaders point out. Others 
are: The troop becomes more than 
ever a part of the sponsoring insti- 
tution; men of the parent institu 
tion become ".more deeply interested 
in'their own troop; scouts who 
•would probably never attend a cen 
tral court of honor are inspired to 
advance by seeing their 
other 
friends receive awards in troop 
ceremonies and parents and other 
citizens who would never attend the 
central court are present at church 
services or other ceremonies where 
the'Scouts usually meet. 


Annual courts of honor of 
valley council have had attendance 
of'1,400 to 1,500 the last three years 
with 90 per, cent of all scouts anc 
scouters present.

THE ROMANCE OF WINE 


The • ordinary American, 
who 
knows wine only in its rough-and- 
ready state as "dago red," may be 
surprised to find that the business 
of wine-making is properly one of 
the most intricate and delicate op- 
erations on earth; more, that even 
the drinking and serving of wine 
are things which cannot be picked 
up overnight but which demand a 
long and 
thoughtful 
apprentice- 
ship. 


But so it seems to be; or so, at 


any rate, I gather from "The Ro- 
mance of Wine," by H. Warner 
Allen, a book which seems to tell 
all there is to know about wine, 
from the vineyard to the ultimate 
consumer's stomach. 


Mr. Allen first defends the vint- 
ner as a true artist. 
An art, he 


says, • is something which appeals 
profoundly to one of the five sen- 
ses. Music appeals to the sense of 
hearing, painting to the sense of 
sight. Wine appeals to three senses 
—sight, touch and taste. A good 
wine, then, is a work of art. 


But art is long, and the making 


of a good wine is a ticklish job. It 
makes a'great difference, it seems, 
whether the stems are removed 
from the grapes before the grapes 


are crushed; whether a thin film 
of the vineyard's dust clings to the 
grapeskins; whether the fermented 
wine is transferred from 
vat to 


cask by machinery or by hand; 
whether a bottle in its cellar Met 
on its side or stands upright. Most 
of us would never think _ of thes« 
things. Should we read Mr. Allen'* 
book and get wise, just in case—?

L>on't Make Free Bids 


With Doubtful Holdings 


.BY ELY CULBERTSON 
Although defensive bidding by 


the opponents very often tends 
to;'interrupt 
the line, of commu- 


nication between you and 'your 
partner, it can-also, very often be 
used:' to :your'~ advantage in reach- 
ing- the proper, game or partrscore 
contract. 'The- fact'that the oppon- 
ents have made. a ^Defensive bid 
will very- frequently enable you 
to'fdraw- more- delicate'and pre- 
cise inferences as'to your partner's 
holding, when there.has been an in- 
tervening' bid between your Open- 
ing " bid -and- your partner's re- 
sponse: . 


Free.-bids -by the better. Contract 


players-are'never made with doubt- 
ful or' shaded holdings.' If L as 
your partner, open the bidding with 
one -'spade, Second Hand bids two 
hearts, and you now-bid two spades; 


1 will -know -that your hand def- 
initely contains one fuU Kaise for 
my spade bid, and possibly a little 
more. ^ If I-had opened the bidding 
with .-.one spade, and Second Hand 
had passe'd, I would know that you, 
on a-doubtful hand, would strain a 
point .'to keep the bidding open for 
me, and either give me a shaded 
Raise for my spade bid or respond 
with a negative notrump. Natur- 
ally, I would not take your Haise 
too seriously, • and would take into 
consideration that you might have 
a minimum or even a shaded hold- 
ing—that is, unless you took, further 
action later. But the 'fact that the 
opponents have now put in an Over 
call, which enables you to pass, 
since the bidding will come around 
to me again, allows me to place 
greater fair -in .any free Kaise or 
free Takeout that you may choose 
to' insert at .this point. 


Certain" Contract players bid on- 


ly on one basis—that is, they con- 
tinually try to forecall the oppon- 
ents and secure the final declara- 
tion'for their side. Bidding of this 
kind is based on a faulty major 
premise. When I open the bidding 
and the opponent on my left over- 
calls, the. assumption is that we are 
the attacking side for the time be- 
ing and^that we hold'the balance of 
power.- Therefore, there is abso- 
lutely no reason for my partner

to give me a shaded-Raise merely 
for the purpose of overcalling the 
opponents, as he "is only giving me 
false information and is taking the 
control away, from the;hand-which 
should have the control—namely; 
the Opening b.idder's.VHe may force 
me to carry the bidding, too high 
,—his bid may bring, the bidding 
to such a level -where -I cannot 
show my other suit—or he. may 
stop me from, making'a Takeout 
Double, which, his hand- would be 
justified iri permitting to 
-. stand, 


and thereby securing a large pen- 
alty. If I open the bidding and 
Second Hand- passes, ~ I naturally 
want my 'partner to strain-a point 
to keep the bidding open for. me 
and he will do so-with many doubt- 
ful holdings, merely to give me an- 
other chance. But these same Re- 
sponding Hands, which I expect 
to give me a chance with no in- 
tervening "bid, 
are. immediately re- 


leased from the obligation of bid- 
ding1; when Second Hand" overcalls. 
And bid now made by my partner 
tells me that he has a fair hand and 
that his response is not in any way 
shaded; and to go a little further, I 
am told 'by it, that if I, the Open- 
tog bidder, make a further effort to 
reach game, my partner will prob- 
ably co-operate with me. 


I am' not advocating timid pass- 


ing by my partner .just because 
there has been an Overcall-^-there 
are some hands in which it is nec- 
essary for even the Responding 
Hand to get in his bid at the first 
opportunity, as the partner of the 
Overcaller may now jump the-bid- 
ding to a point 'where it' is too 
high.for-me to febid, and we may 
miss a game. But, as a general 
thing, it is very bad practice to 
sacrifice the opportunity for clearly 
classifying your hand by making a 
free bid, which would occur if you 
started making free bids on medi- 
ocre holdings. When your partner 
has opened the bidding, - you' are 
no longer in a defensive position, 
despite your own 
comparatively 


weak holding... and it is no longer 
necessary to try to hamper oppon- 
ents' bidding at the expense of 
misleading your partner. 


I might be so bold as to'make 


the following statement: A Raise 
from one or two in a major, when 
there has been an Overcall by the 
opponents, is somewhere between 
a single'and a double Raise; where- 
as, a Raise from one to two with- 
out opponents bidding might very 
well be' somewhere between a pass 
and a single Raise. 


In short, make your free bids 


mean something, and in those cases 
where an" opponent's'bid gives wou 
a chance to pass.it around to your 
partner, who holds the controlling 
hand, do so.

" Samuel M. Shortridge, Republican 
Tubbs defeated Shortridge lor the 
.nomination in the August primary 
Men are being talked almost as 


-much as the issues while the near- 
3,000,000 registered voters of Calif- 
ornia scratch their heads in an ef- 
fort to determine how they wil 
vote in November. 
High tariff and low tariff anc 
' just plain protection for California 


products have been stressed by the 
senatorial aspirants. Repeal of the 
18th amendment and continuation 
of prohibition 
are 
other issues

McAdoo Hits Tariff 


McAdoo has met the gauntle' 
thrown down by his younger op- 
ponent with the reiterated state- 
ment he stands squarely on every 
plank in the Democratic platform 
including that for repeal. He has 
struck back at Republican claims 
the Smoot-Hawley tariff is essen- 
tial to the life of the citrus indus- 
try, asserted a retaliatory Canadian 
tariff has closed about a $10,000,- 
000 orange market to 
California 
shippers and criticized the Repub- 
licans for failure to provide an ade- 
quate tariff for protection of Calif- 
ornia oil. 
Shuler, introduced at one of his 
meetings as "the dryest man in the 
United States," has assailed both 
his opponents and pointed out thai 
while both of them are talking 
tariff, he also is for protection oJ 
California products. He has praisec 
the .benefits of prohibition but dis- 
missed it as a smoke screen, say- 
, ing the vital issue is bread, not li- 
"quof. His only program, he asserts, 


•• is to serve humanity. 
Shuler is of unknown political 


strength. He comes from a section 
of the state that normally votes dry 
and Ms home county, Los Angeles 
has about 43 per cent of the state's 
voting strength. On the other hand 
-McAdoo, also is from the south. 
- In the August primary 
Shuler 


sought the Republican, Democratic 
and Prohibition nominations for 
senator but obtained only the latter 
for which he was unopposed. He 
piled up a vote of more than 300,000 
however, on all three tickets, more 
than either McAdoo or Tubbs re- 
ceived in winning their nomina- 
tions. 


Johnson Against Hoover 


The presidential campaign, which 
has brought to the state the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, and the Republican secretary 
of the treasury, 
Ogden L. Mills, 


was enlivened by the statement oJ 
U. S. Senator Hiram Johnson thai 
he could not and would not supporl 
President 
Hoover. He had been 


asked by a large group of southern 
California newspapers to state his 
position. 


Interest in the congressional con- 
tests has been overshadowed by the 
senatorial contest. The state elects 
22 congressmen this year, having 
gained nine in the recent reappor- 
tionment. 
Twenty 
constitutional 


amendments or refeiendums, in- 
clu'ding one for repeal of the state 
liquor enforcement act, also are on 
the ballot. 


In the sister state of Nevada, poli- 
tiacl currents are running more 
serenely as the two major parties 
place their cause before the state's 
approximately 50,000 voters. Based 
on the registration for the Septem- 
ber primary, it is estimated that 
approximately 
26,300 
Democrats 


and 23,700 Republicans will be reg- 
istered for the November election. 
In 1928 the registration included 
23,454 Republicans and 17,861 Demo- 
crats. " 


U." S Senator Tasker L. Oddie, 


Republican incumbent, is opposed 
for reelection by P. A. McCarran, 
Democrat, 
and former state su- 


preme court justice. Sam S. Arentz, 
Republican incumbent, and former 
Gov. James G. Scrugham, Demo- 
crat, are contesting for the state's 
single position in the national house 
of representatives.

St. Louis —W— More than 4,000 


authenticated cases of cancer cure, 
by means of surgery, radium treat- 
ment or both, were reported by 
distinguished specialists to a ses- 
sion of the Clinical Congress of the 
American College of Surgeons here 
Thursday. 
Added to the 1,263 cases already 
registered with 
the college and 


more than 3,000 others revjealed by 
an incomplete survey 
of medical 
literature, these made a total of ap- 
proximately 8,500 known cures in 
the United States and Canada. 


In each instance the patient treat- 


ed was alive and well after five 
years, the period during which it 
is assumed the disease would reap- 
pear if not eradicated. 


Dr. Walter C. Alvarez of Roch- 


ester, Minn., reporting results of 
treatment at the Mayo Clinic, listed 
881 "five-year 
cures" among pa- 


tients whose later history could be 
traced. 


Dr. George W. Crile reported 737 


cures in cases treated 
by himself 


and associates 
in. the 
Cleveland 


clinic. 


"I am an example of the cure of 


cancer," said Dr. Edward L. Keyes 
of New York, in describing his ex- 
perience in treating the disease.

1918. 


The symposium on the curability 


of cancer, during which the cases 
were reported, was intended "to im- 
press upon doctors—and indirectly

promptly," said Dr. Franklin H.

The riots this week have coincid-

the one-hundredth 
an- 


niversary of the 
old grey prison, 


which was built 
in 1832 to

comodate 700 prisoners.

derstood 806 are now housed there. 
Many of the "overflow" men have 
been sleeping on beds in the cor- 
ridors of the cell blocks and yes- 
terday's riots were begun by these 
men. 


There is a women's prison inside 


the walls. 


The prison occupied 25 acres of 


land and is entirely surrounded by 
a stone wall, 30 feet high. The In- 
stitution itself consists of two, three 
and four-story cell blocks, several 
work buildings, and spacious yards. 
The west side and south end al- 
most built up against Lake On- 
tario and access to the 
prison is

Sprlncfleld, 111.—<#>— Charges

Republican "intimidation," ', prom- 
ises of aid for the coal mining in- 
dustry and farmer, new pledges to 
seek added icvenue by legalizing 
beer—these were campaign weap- 
ons of Gov, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today as he pushed on toward the 
west and south. 


Speeding out of Indiana which he 


hailed as "not even in the doubtful 
class," the Democratic presidential 
nominee expressed a determination 
if elected to undertake 
"stabiliza-' 


tion" of the coal industry by "com- 
mon sense" methods. 


To the crowds swarming about the 


observation platform of his special 
train at Terre Haute last night, he 
declared he felt 
"very strongly" 


that "a new administration in this 
country will bring back the level of 
farm prices and can do much to aid 
the coal industry." 


"I'm not going to appoint a lot of 


commissions when I go to Wash- 
ington," he said. "But I'm going to 
undertake to get the coal industry 
stabilized and not just have a lot of 
talk." 


When he campaigned in the same 


region in 1920 "at the close of the 
Wilson administration," 
he 
said, 


"most of the coal mines in this part 
of the state were in operation, most 
of the farms were able to pay their 
taxes and keep their farms." 


"I am afraid that if now I trav- 


eled through this part of the state," 
he added, "I would see a different 
picture." 


Expects Illinois Vote 


Entering Illinois, he said at Mat- 


toon that the only question in his 
mind was whether he would even 
up the larger majority in that state 
or In his own native New York. 


Before a huge open air throng es- 


timated by police at between-50,000 
and 75,000. the New York governor 
at Indianapolis a few hours earlier 
referred to the 
"propaganda 
of 


fear" which "dangles the old ghost 
of panic before our eyes." 


In a second address at Indianap- 


olis—before party 
Workers 
as- 


sembled at the Claypool hotel—he 
asserted that "telling the nation the 
country is going to the bowwows 
unless the Republican administra- 
tion is re-elected is a kind of intimi- 
dation. 


"The country has not gone to the 


dogs when it had a Democratic ad- 
ministration." he added, raising his 
voice, "and it is not going to the 
dogs when we take office on the 
fourth of March." 


Policies of the administration, he 


told the multitude assembled in the 
Indiana capital's monument circle, 
"have permitted 
the 
uncounted 


riches of our mines to lie unused 
while those who stand ready to 
work them starve in the very pres- 
ence of riches." 


On that occasion, too, he asserted 


that the Democratic party "wants 
to acquire through a sound federal 
policy of federal taxation on beer, 
some of the countless wealth now 
going Into the pockets of racketeers 
and bootleggers." 


Shout for Beer 


At a shout of "beer" from some- 


one in the crowd at Terre Haute, 
Gov. Roosevelt chuckled and said: 


"I see somebody here is interested 


In something else besides coal. He 
wants to hear about beer. 


"When the law does allow the 


manufacture and sale of beer, the 
federal 
government from 
*hose 


sales will be able to collect taxes 
running into several hundred mil- 
lion dollars, thus balancing the bud- 
get and not raising your ta:xe;> or 
mine." 


PrehsiiiR on to Springfield, Gov- 


ernor Roosevelt gave thought to the 
farm problem as well ah the illt of 
the coal industry and other topics 
which he has touched in recent 
speeches. 


Before his address scheduled at 


the arsenal there at 11 a. m. (C. S. 
T.), he planned a visit to the tomb 
of Abraham Lincoln. 


Turning from Illinois to the bor- 


der state of Missouri during the af- 
ternoon, the governor speaks at the 
auditorium in St. Louis m the eve- 
ning The route of his special called 
for brief stops at Carlmville ana 
Alton, 111, on the way.

Washington—(iPH-Advances of $1,- 


550,086,689 were authorized by the 
Reconstruction corporation in the 
eight months from its .organization 
on Feb. 2, through Sept. 20. 


The corporation said Thursday 


this sum was the aggregate of 8,235 
separate authorizations. 
The fig- 


ures were given in its quarterly 
report to congress that showed 3,- 
109 business loans authorizations to- 
taling $359,588,446 during the three 
months ending Sept. 30. 
In summarizing the corporations 


financial status, the report said 
that $44,609,161 of the $1,550,086,689 
authorized was later withdrawn or 
cancelled. 
It added: 
"At the close of Sept. 30, 1932, 


the corporation had advanced $1,- 
194,601,566 and repayments (exclu- 
sive of amounts unallocated, pend- 
ing advices, as of Sept. 30) amount- 
ed to $185,035,489, leaving $1,009,- 
566,077 outstanding on the books of 
the corporation. 
"In addition, the corporation had 


outstanding on Sept. 30, agreements 
to make loans totaling $600,000 up- 
on the performance of specified 
conditions." 
The corporation said the $359,588,- 


446 authorized during the third 
quarter was distributed as follows: 


Where Loans Went 


$215,083,391 to banks and trust 
companies of which $16,780,159 was 
used in reorganization of liquida- 
tion of closed banks; $35,153,815 to 
building and loans associations; $11,- 
727,700 to insurance companies; $10,- 
246,000 to mortgage loan compan- 
ies; $29,000,000 to federal land banks 
$781,000 to joint stock land banks; 
$1740,934 to agricultural credit cor- 
porations; $5,371,396 to 
livestock 
credit corporations and $50,484,209 
to railroads including $6,169,790 to 
railroad receivers. 
The corporation began operations 


tinder the emergency relief act dur- 
ing the quarter ended Sept. 30, 
and said it authorized a total of 
$140,060,171 in loans and contracts. 
Loans to states and subdivisions for 
relief work totaled $35,455,171; ad- 
vances authorized for self-liquida- 
ting projects came to $53,105,000, 
while loans of $51,500,000 were au- 
thorized for financing the market- 
ing of agricultural commodities and 
livestock. 
Excluding relief activities, the 


corporation during its life up to 
Sept. 30 authorized 8,192 business 
loans to 5,970 institutions. 
These 


aggregated $1,410,026,518 and were 
Distributed as follows: 


$853,496,289 to 4,973 banks and 
trust companies; $87,638,738 to 736 
building and loan associations; $75,- 
193,200 to 88 insurance companies; 
$83,846,000 to 71 mortgage loan com- 
panies; $405,000 to three credit un- 
ions; $29,000,000 to 9 federal land 
banks; $2,051,000 to 9 point stock 
land banks; $2,063,374 to 11 agricul- 
tural credit corporations; $11,965,- 
982 to 17 livestock credit corpora- 
tions and $264,366,933 to 53 railroads.
